Claresholm is a busy town of 1,800 people, gathered from 
Dakota, Minnesota, Oregon, Washington, Idaho, Iowa, Illinois, 
Indiana,—in fact, every part of the United States and Canada.

In our town and district, tomatoes, corn, cucumbers, 
squash, etc., were ripened without difficulty last year in the 
open gardens.
